This is a decision on the petition first filed under 37 CFR 1.181 
on 23 May, 2003, requesting withdrawal of the holding of 
abandonment of the above -identified application. 

The Office apologizes for the delay in responding to the present 
petition and regrets any inconvenience to petitioners. 

This application was held abandoned for failure to timely submit 
corrected drawings in response to the Notice of Allowability 
mailed on 3 December, 2002. Notice of Abandonment was mailed on 
1 May, 2003. 

Petitioners assert that a proper response was timely filed. In 
support of the petition, petitioner submits a copy of a postcard 
receipt date-stamped 22 January, 2003, acknowledging receipt of 
submission of formal drawings. Petitioner has also included a 
copy of the cover letter accompanying the submission of one sheet 
of formal drawings. The cover letter bears a Certificate of 
Mailing dated 17 January, 2003. 

Furthermore, a review of the record reveals that a copy of the 
formal drawing and cover letter received on 22 January, 2003, is 
located therein. As such, the showing is that a response was 
timely filed, and that the Notice of Abandonment was mailed in 
error . 



For the reasons stated above, the Notice of Abandonment is hereby 
vacated and the holding of abandonment withdrawn. 



The petition is GRANTED. 
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It further is noted that a Notice to File Corrected Application 
Papers was ailed on 27 February, 2003, requesting correction of 
the specification to cite Figure 6. A one month period for 
response was provided. In response, on 17 March, 2 003, 
petitioners filed a response to the Notice, including an 
amendment. As such, it appears that a timely response to the 
Notice mailed on 27 February, 2003, has been filed.
